Jesus knew what they were 
thinking, and said to th en ^th at 
a house divided against^tself 
would fall; and if Satan also was 
divided against himself, how shall 
his kingdom iltand? His kingdom 
was sure to be destroyed if his fol­ 
lowers were divided. And lf the 
Lord cast out devils by the power 
of the evil one, by whom did their 
sons cast them out? The Jews be­ 
lieved that their chief men could 
cast out demons. Through whom 
were they doing this? asked the

On the oth**r hand, “lf I with 
the finger of /loci cast out devils, 
no doubt the Kingdom of God is 
come upon you ”

Then Jesus said that a good 
man who was strongly armed 
c-c.uld keep his palace and goods, 
but if a stronger were to appear 
be would be overcome and lose all 
In other words. Satan is strong 
and his followers are his goods 
God is stronger, how’ever. and 
Jesus, working with God to cast 
out evil spirits, would bring the 
Ktngdom of God. defeating Satan 
Then Jesus laid down the law 
concerning His friends and fol­ 
lowers and His enemies He^fcid 
Ile that is not with Me is agVnst 
Me 
Again He spoke of a man 
out of whom an evil spirit had 
been cast The evil spirit, he said, 
having been cast out of the man. 
WiSlked through dry places seek­ 
ing rest and finding none, so he 
said. "I w'lll return unto my house 
whence I came out ” 
When this demon came again 
to the man he found that he was 
clean and whole, but alas, the evil 
one not only entered himself, but 
took seven other spirits with him, 
and the man was worse off then 
than he had been before You see, 


Jesus' point was that although the 
man had been rid of the demon 
and had reformed,- he was not 
strong enough to withstand an­ 
other onslaught. He did not try 
hard enough to live the Christian 
life and to keep close to the Mas­ 
ter who had helped him overcome 
the evil which was In him. 
As Jesus finished saying these 
things a woman in the crowd- 
spoke, exclaiming how blessed 
was His mother above all women. 
But Jesus answered, “Yea rather, 
blessed are they that hear the 
word of God and keep It." 
Even hearing the Lord speak in 
person was not enough. They 
should hear, but must also keep 
the word of God.

Probably 
wearied

growing tension and opposition of 
the leaders of the Jews. Jesus 
burst out; “This Is an evil genera­ 
tion; they seek a sign, and there 
shall be no sign given it, but the 
sign of Jonas the prophet.” Jonas 
was sent to warn the Ninevites, 
but the Son of Man. a “greater 
than Jonas,” was with them, and 
they would not hear. 
The "queen of the south’’ (She­ 
ba), came from the uttermost 
parts of the earth to hear the wis­ 
dom of the Jews’ great king Solo­ 
mon. but his listeners had a 
greater than Solomon with them 
but they still demanded a sign 
If their eyes were open and not 
closed or "full of evil,” they would 
see and recognize their Lord and 
so save themselves 
A certain Pharisee then invited 
Jesus to dine with him. As the 
Lord rat down to the meal, the 
Pharisees marveled that Jesus had 
not washed before eating Possi­ 
bly Jesus did not wash purposely 
because He wanted to show these 
people their faults At any rate. 
He said, "Now do ye Pharisees 
make clean the outside of the 
platter, but your tnward part if 
full of ravening and wickedness ” 
"Woe to you Pharisees, ’ ex­ 
claimed the Lord He called them 
hypocrites, and told them they 
were more concerned with keep­ 
ing old written laws than with 
doing good and living righteously. 
Then a lawyer or scribe said, 
“Master, thus saying. Thou re­ 
proaches! us also ” So Jesus’ righ­ 
teous wrath was turned on this 
class of men, too. who magnified 
the

neglected charity and the things 
of the spirit 
The ancestors of these men had 
persecuted 
the 
prophets, 
said 
Jesus, and they built the tombs 
in which to lay them And well did 
the Master know that these were 
the men who were planning Hi?

DIET AND HEALTH 


Eczema on Hands DueTo 
Contact With Irritants 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
ECZEMA IS three or four times 
ss common on women’s hands as 
it is on men’s because women are 
likely to come in contact with more 
substances which are irritating 
and have the property of causing 
eczema. 
I remember one esse which puz­ 
zled me for a long time—puzzled

zema only on her left hand. I was 
pretty sure that it was a contact 
affair, but neither she nor I could 
figure out exactly what she con­ 
tacted with her left hand which 
she would not also touch with her 
right hand. 
I finally asked her to keep a 
diary of exactly everything »he 
did, minute by minute, through 
every day. In a week she came 
back and announced that we had 
both been fools—which was a 
fair statement. She found 
that when she watered her prim­ 
roses, she held the watering can 
in her right hand and lifted the 
leaves of the plants and flowers 
so that water would g*t down into 
the pots with the other. 
It was the left hand m d the left 
hand only, that was exposed. 
.Mistaken for Ringworm 
Most of theee cases of dermati­ 
tis on the hands of housewives sr# 
due to some sort of contact with 
some object that they hare to han­ 
dle in housekeeping. The eruption 
is usually watery pimples on the 
back of the Angers and the hands. 
For some reason or other it tends 
to improve in warm weather and 
is better or worse according to the 
degree and frequency of exposure 
to irritating substances. Many of 
these cases are called ringworm 
and are unsatisfactorily treated 
as such. 
It may be a rug with some kind 
of dust in it, or something used in 
cooking to which the housewife is 
sensitive. Most of the cases, how­ 
ever, are due to some kind of soap 
or the over use of soaps. Most peo­ 
ple in the latter decades of life 
wash their hands too ©fun with 
soap anyway, and this causes dry­ 
ing and defatting of the skin which 
leads to eczema and the invasion 
of bacteria into the skin. Medi­ 
cated soaps may contain some sub­ 
stances whieh will produce this 
hypersensitive reaction. 
The Patch Test 
Soaps are by definition metallic 
salts of high fatty acid content, 
but for practical purposes sodium, 
potassium or ammonium salts are 
also used for cleansing purposes. 
Most soaps on the market also 
contain rosin and such things as 
•odium silicate in high quantities. 


Cooks, domestic workers, house­ 
wives, hospital orderlies, hair­ 
dressers, dish washers, bar tend­ 
ers and surgeons are all subject to 
theseeczematous eruptions. A good 
deal of the fault is unnecessary re­ 
washing of the hands and a good 
deal of it is due to lack of Buffle ient 
rinsing of soap from the hands. 
The 
way 
the 
dermatologist 
makes a diagnosis is by what is 
known at the patch skin test. He 
takes the object that the skin 
comes in contact with, puts some 
on the skin, and covers that patch 
of skin up with an adhesive plaster 
and watches to see whether an 
eruption takes place or not. 
The treatment, once the diagno­ 
sis has been made, is obvious and 
in most cases very simple. One of 
the great features in treatm ent is 
the use of rubber gloves. For most 
of the people employed as we have 
described, rubber gloves are the 
solution to the condition. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. H .: Does a vegetable or any 
food in a glass container lose Vita­ 
mins by being exposed to light? 
I strain the orange juice I serve. 
Is it necessary to use it without 
straining it in order to get all the 
vitamins? 
Answer: Light and hest both 
have a tendency to destroy the 
vitamins in fresh foods. So does 
simply standing at rest. Nature 
protected the orange with a skin 
which shuts out light and keeps 
the temperature even, and it would 
be well to take Nature at ita word 
and use the fruit while It is fresh. 
There is a great deal of waste in 
pouring off water from vegetables 
and preserved fruits. 
However, 
orange juice in a tin container re­ 
tains its vitamins very well. There 
is not enough loss to make verv 
much difference. 


G. A. M.: W hat would cause an 
apparently healthy person to fall 
asleep, almost without w truing, at

When connecting or disconnecting the washer, hold the cord plug in the 
fingers. 
Don t jerk plug from socket bv cord, 
W iud cord on hanger after

washer close enough to electric outlet to avoid strain on cord if the machine 
i* moved. 


Before you plug the cord into outlet be sure the control switch is “O FF.’* 
Before turning ‘‘O N ” be sure that all controls are in neutral. This prevents 
the possibility of excessive starting loads. 


Do not overload the washer win n yon use it. 
An overload of clothes may 
strain mechanism and motor, and may result in damage to the clothes. 
Clothes should move and turn freely in the water. 


Modern washers are highly efficient and need only 5 to IO minutes to wash 
ordinary clothes clean, and from IO to 15 minutes for very dirty clothing. 
Unnecessary long washing adds to the wear on the washer.

Boggs, 
W ar ! 
Board chairman, pointed out that 
there is need for an organized de­ 
fense program among the farm 
people. 
Shortages, in 
various products 
used on the farm may make a co­ 
ordinated 
effort 
necessary, the 
war board chairman 
said. 
The 
county is beginning to notice a 
shortage in burlap bags and also 
in cotton bags as a result of the 
war, and in the future it may be 
extremely difficult 
to get bags I 
for use on the farm. 
To relieve this problem, farm ­ 
ers will have to conserve those j 
bags which they now have, and 
those who have more than they 
need may be asked to share them 
with 
farm ers 
who 
have 
none, 
Boggs said. 


RATIONING 
BOARD 
PUTS 


APPROVAL ON PURCHASES 


Current crop prospects point to 
a critical development in the com­ 
modity storage situation by late 
Summer, farm ers 
were 
warned 
Friday by John G. Boggs, crair- 
man of the county AAA commit­ 
tee. 
Mr. Boggs quoted 
Ohio State 
university agricultural experts as 
saying th at 
‘‘about 
222 million 
bushels of wheat, com and soy­ 
beans will be stored out in the 
fields this Summer with nothing 
but the blue sky as a roof.” 
Principal cause of shortage in 
storage, he pointed out. is the un­ 
precedented 
supply 
of 
wheat 
which the United States now has 
on hand. 
“It is estim ated that by July I, 
1942, we will have a stock 1,500,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. 
This 
am ount represents an all-tim e re­ 
cord breaking 
wheat 
supply — 
enough to last the U. S. for more 
than two years without growing 
any more,” Mr. Boggs said. 
Mr. Boggs suggested two steps 
which farm ers should take now 
to relieve the wheat situation: 
1. Build storage on the farm 
now, while the lumber and nails 
are availagle. 
Storage space will 
not be available elsewhere, so be 
prepared. 
2. Participate in the wheat m ar­ 
keting quota 
referendum to be 
held throughout 
the 
nation on 
May 2, and vote ‘‘Yes” for order­ 
ly m arketing of the tremendous 
wheat crop. 
Quotas Important 
"Let us keep control of produc­ 
tion and m arketing of w heat in 
the hands of the 
farm ers,” 
Mr. 
Boggs said. 
“If we throw away 
our m arketing quota, we put our 
selves at the mercy of a m arket 
that is overflowing with wheat.” 
Mr. Boggs pointed out th a t de­ 
feat of the m arketing quota would 
have the following repercussions: 
Loss of price-supporting wheat 
loans, which would be made ille­ 
gal resulting in a deadly, down­ 
ward spiral of wheat prices. 
Few farm ers would be able to 
afford storage of wheat on the 
farm, since there would be no loan 
available to tide them over into 
the period when the m arket price 
of wheat was more favorable. 
Im port quotas on foreign wheat 
would not be necessary, since the 
American m arket price would be 
low enough to discourage wheat 
importation. 
Most wheat, in view of the ab­ 
sence of wheat loans, would have 
to be marketed at harvest time, 
jamming the railroad facilities of 
the nation at a time when they 
are so badly needed to transport 
vital w ar m aterials to strategic 


m ilitary centers and ocean ports. 
There is even conjecture as to 
whether the railroads would bo 
nbie to extend their facilities to 
wheat growers for such a trem end­ 
ous movement of grain. 
The low price which would be 
prevalent on the wheat m arket, 
fellowing defeat of the m arket­ 
ing quota, would be certain to af­ 
fect adversely the prices of other 
feed grains, such as corn, oats, rye 
and barley. 
‘‘No man can say exactly how 
bad the w heat situation m ay be­ 
come if the quota is defeated, of 
course.” Mr. Boggs said, “but we 
all know that the farm ers’ welfare 
is at stake when he votes May 2.” 
lf wheat m arketing quotas are 
voted favorably, loans will be pos­ 
sible and cooperating farm ers will 
secure, in addition to the loan, an 
advance of 7 cents per bushel to j 
build new storage or to repair old 
storage bins so they can be used.
